MANY FRAUD CHARGES, 


EVIDENCE AGAINST POLICE 
CLERK. 


Evidenre was heard by Magistrate 
Lindse]) yesterday afternoon in the 
preliminary heating of tho caso 
against-Fateh Mohamed an employee 
af the Police Accountant's Cffice, who 
is charged on many counts with hav- 
ing obtained goods from various firma 
by false pretences, representing that 
they were ordered by the Government; 
with having forged Government vou- 
ohers and pay sheets, and with con 
spiracy with one Abonoi Santra, to 
defraud the Government of several 
thousand dollars. = Aboni Santra 
is further charged alone on one count 
of having received a sum of money 
from Fateh Mohamed on a voucher 
which he knew, or bad cause to know, 
was lorged. 

Mr. Leo Longinotto appeared for 
both accused. Mr. T. M. Hazlerigg, 
Assistant Crown Solicitor, conducted 
the prosecution. : 

The firat witnesa called was a frk! 
of Messra Ah Men. Hing Cheung, 
tailors. He gave particulars of an 
order by Fateh Mohamed for four 
rugs for the St. John’s Ambulance, 
the bill to be sent to the accountant’s 
office, Police Headquarters. 

Another witness from the same firm 
said that the accused asked him to 
make out two bills, one for No. 1 
Ambulanve, Hongkong, and the other 
for No, 2 Ambulance, Kowloon. 

Alexander Riach, storekeeper at the 
Central Police Station. said that on 
December 29, Fateh Mohamed 
brought a parcel of rugs to the store 
and asked that it be kept for him. 
He took the parcel away the next day. 

Questioned by Mr. Hfazlerigg as to 
the neual practice with regard to boots 
for the Police Force, this witness said 
that all booty are indeated for from 
the Crown agents in London, and 
when received here were taken into 
store. He added that no boots had 
ever been received into store from the 
Tung Sing firm, nor ‘hod any 
furniture been received from any 
of the firms mentioned in the 
vouchers produced, The witness 
said that he alwaya signed his name 
in full on bills respecting goods 
received into store. 

Mr. Hazlerigg told the Magistrate 
that charges involved the forgery of 
60 bills and altoget’.er $9,600, of which 
$6,800 had actually been paid out by 
the Government. Fateh Mohamed 
had been a third grade clerk for one 
year at the time of his arrest, and 
was for six years previously ‘in a 
junior grade. Aboni Santia was 
a book-keeper employed by the 
Automobile Trading Compa.y. 

Dealing with the firsb cuarge, Mr. 
Hlazlerigg said that after Fateh 
Mohamed had taken the rugs oat of 
the police store he sent them to a 
friend in Hollywood Road with a 
chit saying that he would fetch them 
the following day. In the meantime 
be was arrested and Inspector Grant 
took possession of the rug. Previous 
to his arrest, the accused had 
anticipated trouble by endeavousing 
to “‘sqvare” Station Officer Moss 
cf the Fire Brigade to say that the rugs 
had been orJered by him. In this he 
was unsuccessful, The accused was 
responsible for the checking of bills 
sent in to the Accountant Office for 
payment for goods supplied and for 
forwarding them to the storekeeper or 
Station Officer for verification. After 
the verification defendant had to 
check the goods according to the 
requisition ond to see that discounts 
had been deducted and also to compile 
the necessary vouchers consolidating 


| these bills. The vouchers, of which 


there were nine in this case, were 
made out in defencant’s name, The 
bills had been initialled by Mohamed 
in 56 cases out of 60. There wera 
four firms concerned in the case, the’

MANCHESTZR WEEKLY 
MARKET REPORT. 


Messrr. James F. Hutton & Co.,

Although this may 
no doubt be considered a healthy 
symptom, itis hardly to be expected 
there will be a sufficient amount of 
businees coming forward to cause sny 
substantial rise in values. Fxchange 
rates are 8 iJ! far too much out of 
joint for this to be the case, 
for in spite of recent slight 
improvementsin some of the Europran 
rates, Silver and the rates of the Far 
Eustern silver using countries do cot. 
appear to be favourable to any 
jeneral expan.ion of trading with 
prices at their present level and these 


countries are unable to find an 
outlet for their produce. Toe free 
interchange of commodities — is 
indeed an absolute necesuity 


before trading can again — become 
apything like normal and it becomes 
more apparent that the only means 
of attaining this is that exchanges 
must first attain much nearer to 
parity. No doubt other factors are 
contributing to the present stagration, 
but their effect is certainly not so 
serious nor so Widespread, aud many of 
them would quickly disappear if ex- 
change values approached the normal. 
The state of our market shews tio 
very definite improvement, although 
thers has been slightly more 
enqu'ry and probably moie business 
has resulted. It is still of a very 
scattered nature and there have been 
no lots of any weight jlaced, There 
ate many weak sellera and prices 
remain very irregular but generally 
unchanged. China has done very little; 
Todia bas been again enquiring for 
yarns and has bought a few light staple 
goods. he Home Trade continues
